WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—Germany's 


disavowal of responsibility

tions to submarine commanders, was 
regarded by officials of the Washing- 
ton government today as one of the 
most gratifying results 
secured 
by 


American diplomacy since the Euro- 
pean war began. 


Optimism over the outlook for com- 


plete settlement was even more pro- 
nounced in German quarters here. 
It 


was pointed out that Arnbas^dcr von 
Bernstorff had full authority from his 
government to act for it in the nego- 
tiations, and that hts 
determination 


lor an amicable adjustment had been 
amply demonstrated by the wide con- 
cessions made In the case 
of 
the 


Arabic.

All that now remains to the Arabic 


case, It Is pointed out, is the fixing of 
the amount of indemnity. That phase 
of the. case will be taken up orally 
at a conference at a date yet to be 
determined, between Secretary Lan- 
sing and the German ambassador. 


The next feature of the issue to be 


taken up will be the Lusitania case 
It hnd been held up until a settlement 
of the Arabic case had been reached 


With the Arabic case disposed of 


trie way has now been paved for send- 
ing the American note to Great Brit- 
ain on interference with neutral com- 
merce. It is expected to'go'forward 
within a few flays. Us despatch lias 
benn delayed because President Wilson 
did not wish to complicate the situa- 
tion with that growing out of the sub- 
marine controversy.

on October 19 


WASHINGTON. 
Oct. 6.—President 


"Wilson will vote tor tho woman suf- 
'rage slate constitutional amendment 
n New Jersey, his home state, at the 
special election October 19. 
He said 


:oday in a statement for publication 
that he -would vote,'not as the leader 
of the democratic party but as a private 
citizen. 


Mr. Wilson said he believed the ques- 


tion should not bo raado a party issue 
and should be decided by tho states, 
not the national government. 


Tho following statement was given 


out at the White House: 


"I Intend to vote for woman suffrage 


in New Jersey because I believe that 
the time haa come to extend that priv- 
ilege and responsibility to tha women 
of the state, but I shall vote, not as 
the leader of my party in tha nation 
but only upon my private conviction 
as a citizen of hew Jersey, called upon 
by the legislature of the atate to ex- 
press his conviction at the poHs. 
I 


think that New Jersey will bo greatly 
benefited by tho change. 


"My position with regard to tho way 


which this great question should 


be handled Is well known. 
T believe 


that It should be settled by the states 
and not by the national government, 
and that in no circumstances should It 
be made a party question; and my view 
has grown stronger at every turn of 
tho agitation." 


Secretaries Garrison. McAdoo, Red-

The outstanding features of the con- 


vention, politically, were the changing 
sentiments from hour to hour toward 
Mr. Bird—who In the morning 
had 


been considered a prodigal at best and 
was declared no leader 'of the parly— 
and an undercurrent of feeling up to 
the afternoon session that tho party's 
candidate for governor, as returned by 
the primaries, Nelson B. Clark, might 
withdraw in favor of Mr. Hale. 


It was stated early in the convention 


by those in a position to know that 
there was a strong feeling on the part 
of the committee of resolutions that 
Mr. Clark's well known advocacy nf 
the

amendment could not safely be in- 
dorsed. 
Clark Explain* Ills Stand 


It transpired that no specific In- 


dorsement of the candidate's advocacy

of the democratic party but as a private 
citizen. 


Mr. Wilson said he believed the ques- 


tion should not be made a party Issue 
and should be decided by the states 
not the national government. 


The following statement wan given 


out at the White House: 


"I Intend to vote for woman suffrage 


In New Jersey because I believe tha 
ihe time has come to extend that prlv 
liege and responsibility to the women 
of the state, but I shall vote, not u 
the leader of my party in the natioi 
but only upon my private convlctto 
as a citizen of New Jersey, called upo 
by the legislature of the state to ex 
press his conviction at the polls, 
think that New Jersey will be greatl 
benefited by the change. 


"My position with regard to the wa 


In which this great question shoul 
be handled fa well known. 
I belie\ 


that it should be settled by the state 
and not by the national governmen 
and that In no circumstances should 
be made a party question: and my vie 
has grown stronger at every turn of 
the agitation." •
